Now without 
questioning the pre-eminent claims of the 
“art of speaking and writing the English 
language correctly,” we may well inquire 
whether there is any problem in fractions, 
or the squure root, any summary of affairs 
in Senegambia or Kamsecatka, any details 
of the butcheries of Canne or Boridino, 
any principles of the lever or screw, any 
information respecting Suturu and his rings, 
or.Jupiter and his moons, which is more 
worthy the attention of the youthful pupil 
than the stucture of the body he inhabits 
and the functions of the vital force which 
animates it? Is all knowledge tg be dili- 
gently sought, except that of which he is 
to make daily and hourly use during his 
life? Will you instruct the railroad engi- 
necr in navigation and horsemanship, but 
keep him in profound ignorance as to the 
eonstruction and management of a locomo- 
tive? Will you teach the physician theol- 
ogy only, and give him no information as 


to the body to whose ills he is to minister? | 


Will you train the clergyman in medicine, 
but deny him access to information respec- 
ting the sublime science he is to teach?— 
We do not object to the introduction of 


to the place which they occupy. But we 
do object to the exclusion of a study 
which is equally important and even more 
practical than these. We claim that it is 
the right of every child to receive from its 
rents and teachers some clear and relia- 
le instruction in regard to the physical 
mechanism which he is to control, and 
which, in many important particulars, is to 
react upon his own mental and spiritual be- 
ing. It is as cruel to send forth the child 
upon the voyage of life without this knowl- 
edge, as it would be to sit him in a frail 
boat in mid-ocean, with no idea of the na- 
ture or use of rudder, sail, or compass. If 
the children of the past century had been 
as familiar with the laws of Physiology, as 
they have been with the “rule of three,” 
though our national reputation for driving 
close bargains might have been somewhat 
less, our fame as a robust and vigorous peo- 
ple would have been greatly enhanced.— 
And this suggests another consideration 
which strongly substantiates our position 


that Physiology should be made a promi- } 


nent branch of study even in our common 
District Schools, As a nation we are rap- 
idly deterioratang! No other people in the 
family of nations is to-day made up of so 
large a proportion of puny, feeble, nervous 
men and women, united with so small a per 
centage of those whose robust health makes 
their animal existence a source of positive 
enjoyment. The causes of this alarming 
state of things are not hid. He who runs 
may read them. They can be traced di- 
rectly to the violation of the simplest phys- 
iological laws. Thorough instruction only 
in the elements of the science of life would 
open the eyes of the multitudes to the na-

If, like her husband, she could be 
surroanded during the long day of toil by 
the pure air of heaven, and receive all those 
invigorating influences which exhale from 
the freshly turned earth and float down the 
channels of the sunlight, she might, like 
her European sister, grow hearty and strong 
under her burdens, although such a result 


would furnish no apology for the outrage. | 


But though called to perform an amount 
of labor scarcely inferior to that required in 
the field, she is compelled to toil over a hot 
fire, ina close apartment, where she breathes 
in an atmosphere surcharged with steam 
and redolent of fumes from the frying-pan 
and gridiron. Here day after day she toils 
on, with no respite or recreation. When 
the additional duty of bearing and nursing 
her children is imposed upon her, there is 


no humane public sentiment, either within 


the family circle or out of it, which demands 
that aught of her daily tasks shall be for 
any long period diminished. Whenever 
she is able to “keep about,” as the phrase 
is, she feels bound to labor, and bound to 
waste no time upon the means which nat- 
ural instinct and physiological science alike 
prescribe for the refreshment and invigora- 
tion of the wearied powers, Rest, according 
to the philosophy which she has been 
taught, is idleness, Cheerfulness is frivoli- 
ty. Recreation is a folly and a ein. But 
it is no sin to bring into the world a nu- 
merous progeny of feeble, puny, nervous 
children who must pay through life the pen- 
alty of their excessive and unhealthy toil. 
Thus the agricultural class, from which oth- 
er nations are recruited as they become 
deteriorated by the mingled destitution and 
luxury of civil life, is with us even more 
exposed to the causes of disease and decay 
than any other. The babits of the female 
population of our cities, notwithstanding 
all the injurious influences of fushion and 
luxury, are on the whole far more condu- 
cive to health than those of the same class 
in the country. They take more exercise 
in the open air. They are not subjected 
to excessive toil. They are far more secure 
from hazardous exposure. Said a distin- 
guished physician, now at the head of one 
of our New England Asylums for the in- 
sane, after a long and careful observation,

—propably a majority—of those who oc- 
cupy those homes are, at least willing if 
they are not desirous, to sell their farms 
and try their fortane in a newer region.— 
They know that the burden of life is heavy 
to be borne where they are; they hope that 
it will be lighter somewhere else. They 
forget that the life of no honest man is 
easy. They omit from their, calculations 
all the unseen and spiritual advantages of a 
permanent residence. They overlook the 
fact that the real nutriment of a tree or a 
man flows in from the minute tendrils of the 
root, scarcely visible to the eye, which a 
removal rudely tears away. They have 
neglected to make their homes charming, 
by planting the ornamental shrub, the sha- 
ding tree, the beautiful flower.

Editorial Correspondence. 


Juty 9th.—Sonora is one of the oldest moun- 
tain towns in California, having been settled ear- 
ly in 49; and ever since, it has been a place of 
much importance. It is the shire-town of Tuol- 
umne county, and ocgupies a position between a 
region of vast mineral wealth on the west, south 
and north, and one of great lumber resources on 
the east. Its population was for a long time 
composed almost exclusively of Nexicans, of 
whom very many yet remain. It contains about 
fifteen hundred inhabitants with some forty-five 
American. families. Four good places of divine 
worship with their white spires pointing heaten- 
ward, give it, at first sight a character for intelli- 
gence, morality and religion, which a more inti- 

mate acquaintance will tend in part to modify. 
Among the better portion of its population we 
found many excellent persons, but no where else 
had we ever seen a people so generally given up 
to politics and the mere news of the day. Great 
numbers of dailies and political papers are here 
circulated ; but few papers of any other class, and 
but few books seemed to be read or desired. 
The congregations at the different churches upon 
the Sabbath were exceedingly small; especially 
in consideration of the able ministry of the place: 
for, from our intimate acquaintance with the 
Presbyterian pastor, and a partial acquaintance 
with the others, we are led to believe that they 
are worthy of receiving as large and attentive 


State. Strange that intelligent men, admitting 
the importance of religion for even this world, 
will still be so indifferent to its claims. 

Here is a good division of the Sons of Temper- 
ance, which we visited: but no public school. 
Why is it, that, in such large towns with so 
many prosperous miners able and willing to sub- 
mit to taxation for this purpose, there are yet 
few, we had almost said, no free schools in the 
mountains? No State requires them more than 
this, where the youth are exposed to so many 
temptations am are liable to grow up in igno- 
runce. And at no future time can they be estab- 
lished so easily as now. Where is our State Su- 
perintendent that we never hear of him in the 
mountains? Better visit them, than hold a dozen 
conventions in San Francisco; however impor- 
tant these latter may be. Here we spent the, 
glorious Fourth, so often most inglorioualy ob- 
served. 

But it may be said to the credit of Sonora, 
that, in view of all the circumstances, the day 
was well kept. There were but few broils, few 
exchanges of pistol shots and no murders. For 
ourselves, we passed the day principally in the 
quiet house of a friend, preparing as profitably to 
meet our intelligent readers as possible. While 
others were touching off squibs, firing guns, 
drinking champaigne and brandy, and shouting 
hurrahs for the fathers of our independence, 
- whose principles they spurn in practice as well as 
openly to ridicule, it seemed pleasant for us to 
rest from the physical toil of previous 5 
improve the time with the pen. 

As the hour of eleven arrived and the proces- 
sion for the day passed escorting the Hen. Mr. 
Coffroth, orator for the occasion, to the place 
where he was to address the assembled throng, 
we left to join in with the others and listen to 
words of stiring eloquence. We were not disap- 
pointed. The oration was a vivid and splendid 
portrayal of the rise of a nation as exemplified in

Judge Chambers of the firm of Page, Bacon 
& Co., has filed an affidavit in the 12th District 
Court, in which he charges I. C. Woods, of the 
firm of Adams & Co., and A. A. Cohen, the 


stupendous frauds maintained for the last four 
years. The affidavit represents that Adams &

hundred thousand dollars. The parties implica- 
ted were arrested and held to bail in the sum of 
$420,000. Mr. Cohen gave bail, and Mr.

ted and pressed. He commenced by saying that 
he never read this passage of scripture, but with 
adiniration,—admiration of the honesty, simplic- 
ity and firmness of the man who had been restor- 
ed to sight,—but surprise at the evasious and 
adroit equivocations of the men who sought to 
get rid of the effect of admitting that the miracle 
had been wrought by Jesus Christ. He then 
repeated briefly the circumstances as they occur- 
red, and said that they. were an illustration of a 
state of heart, when men are pressed by the force 
of argument drawn from miracle, which was by 
no means confined to one class of me 0, or one 

age of the world. He then proceeded to classify 
the various ways in which this is now evineed, 
under four divisions. 

Method 1. They evade the subject. When 
approached and addressed personally with the 
subject of religion, they turn the conversation 
upon some merely historical fact in the Bible,— 
or upon some doctrine,-—or denominational differ- 
ence among Christians. 

2. They raise ſulse issues. Avoiding the main 
point, they turn the attention to a side question, 
and consume the time on that. So did the Jews 
when pressed with the appeal of the man with 
restored sight,—they said that a man who would 
work on the Sabbath was u bad man, Ke. Men 
say, turning from direct appeal, “So many pro- 
fessors of religion turn out imposters”—as if 
therefore religion was untrue. “Other religions 
claim to be supported by miracles“ just as if 
that proved that the Christian religion was not. 
“It appeals to the ereculity of men“ us if that 
had any thing to do with its being true or false. 


3. They allege that human testimony is doubt- 
ful, therefore such a thing as a miracle cant be 
proved. He asserted, in reply to this, that you 
can prove anything by testimony, that is not 
self-contradictory, or absurd. For instance, the 
revelations of Astronomy made within fifty years. 
There was no antecedent probability of them, gnd 
yet they are believed on evidence. The same is 
more emphatically true of the wonderful facts | 
brought to light by Geology. And what would 
have been thought twenty-five years ago of the 
man who dared to predict the day when the do- 
ings of the British Parliament could be announ- 
ced ina few minutes in our streets. -und yet 
that is likely soon to be done. Men must not 
circumscribe the sphere of evidence in religion 
for the sake of excluding christianity. -
